Blueprint for a Heretical Sermon 



But strong meat belongeth to them that are of 
full age, even those who by reason of use have 
their senses exercised to discern both good and 
evil.

As always I am striving to empower you to see the 
deception for yourselves. You should not be dependent on 
me or anyone else on this earth to show you the truth, but 
exercising your own sense of discernment through use as 
God's Word commands us. The only one we should depend on is Jesus Christ, and in Him our dependence 
should be total. Once we understand how heretical sermons are constructed we have the tools to reverse 
engineer them 

The first thing they want to do is put you in the right frame of mind to accept their heresies unquestioning^, which 
I've been detailing in the "Mystery of Iniquity" article series. They want your mind open to their suggestions. 
Once that's done there is usually some sort of proclamation of the presence of the Holy Spirit made, and then an 
opening passage of scripture; all of which are done so that you let your guard down. 

They Will Use Scripture 

And saith unto him, If thou be the Son of God, cast thyself down: for it is written, He 
shall give his angels charge concerning thee: and in their hands they shall bear thee up, 
lest at any time thou dash thy foot against a stone. Jesus said unto him, It is written 
again, Thou shalt not tempt the Lord thy God. 
Matthew 4:6-7 (KJV) © 

It boggles the mind to contemplate the utter audacity of Satan. He was completely aware that Christ was the Son 
of God and the Word made flesh, yet still attempted to deceive him using scripture (Psalm 91:11-12 KJV L .')! 
Knowing this, it should come as no surprise to us that the lake shepherd will also use scripture to support their 
doctrines of devils. Those of us who tremble to think of God's coming judgment really have no concept of just 
how fearlessly these wicked men will twist and misuse scripture. 

But the natural man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of God: for they are 
foolishness unto him: neither can he know them, because they are spiritually discerned.

When a pastor or other perceived spiritual leader quotes scripture most of us totally let our guard down and roll 
over for a nice belly rub like a dog. This is a mistake, because as Satan richly illustrated in his exchange with 
Christ in the desert scripture can be easily twisted and misrepresented. This is where the Holy Spirit comes into 
play, because without His guidance we cannot grasp even the most basic of spiritual doctrines.

For when for the time ye ought to be teachers, ye have need that one teach you again 
which be the first principles of the oracles of God; and are become such as have need 
of milk, and not of strong meat.

Some people seem to think that the Holy Spirit is some sort of autopilot that just kicks in whenever they need it 
guiding their decisions and lives; however He does not operate that way. The Spirit will guide us only if we are 
first listening for His still, small voice and then heed His guidance. It is Satan who seeks to control us against our 
wills, not God. He will never violate our free wills. We play an active role in our salvation; which is to know the 
Word of God and then obey it. 

If Satan would be as audacious as to try to use scripture to deceive Christ Himself, do you think he will give you 
more respect? Let's be perfectly clear; we will not outsmart the devil in our own strength. Our only defense 
against such devious lies is to know the Word of God and to be led by the Holy Spirit. If any spiritual battle is 
going to be won it will not be by us, but by the Holy Spirit in us. 

The fact is that the wolves know the Word of God better than most sheep. That should get you angry; angry 
enough that you do something about it. But sad to say most Christians don't even read their bibles! The only way 
to confound the wolf that uses scripture against us is to know the Word of God better than he does. 

Scripture is Manipulated to Deceive Us 

• Use multiple sources in order to cause confusion and obfuscate the plain meaning. 

This tactic started in the Protestant churches in the 1960s with pastors who would 'go to the Greek' in order to 
clarify the King James. The seminaries are directly to blame; at some point they started teaching that the King 
James was a flawed translation and that we could never be 100% certain that scripture was accurate. This 
search for supposedly better and more accurate scripture sources was later expanded to include the many 
different bible versions that we have today. 

Behold, the days come, saith the Lord GOD, that I will send a famine in the land, not a 
famine of bread, nor a thirst for water, but of hearing the words of the LORD: 
Amos 8:11 (KJV) © 

The effect was devastating; it eroded the faith of many in the inerrancy of the Word of God. The scholars made it 
seem as if studying the Word of God required constant comparison of translations and languages. The scholars 
give the impression that the only person able to understand the bible is. . . the scholar! 

It was akin to serving yourself from a big buffet; just take the meaning from whichever bible version you like best 
because they are all equally the God's Word. But if they are all the Word of God why do they contradict each 
other in countless places? 

• Take scripture and add to it. 

These teachers will add extra details to a bible story that are simply not found in the Word of God. These added 
details are always the underpinning of the concept they want to indoctrinate us with. This is something I caught 
Carter Cordon doing often, simply taking a passage of scripture and adding details or drawing conclusions that 



are not present in the Word! And sad to say I distinctly remember thinking at first that the man had such spiritual 
insight into scripture! I was completely fooled for a long time; the only reason I found my way through it was 
because I valued God's truth more than any denomination, church or man. 

• Misapply, misrepresent or take scripture out of context. 

This is something else I have seen Carter Conlon do on occasion. For example in his sermon "A Last Day Return 
to the Power of Unity" he slyly slips in 1 Corinthians 11:30 KJV ' _ ' as if the many who were sick in the body 
of Christ were that way because they were not in unity. But a study of this passage clearly shows that it is about 
partaking in the Lord's Supper unworthily. (Click here to listen to this) 

They Appeal to Our Flesh 

One point that cannot be overemphasized is that appealing to emotions is a very dangerous and irresponsible 
way to persuade the masses. And when done in the churches it is utter heresy; completely against everything 
Christ taught us. Our flesh tells us to strike back when Christ commanded us to turn the other cheek (Matthew 
5:39 KJV Our flesh tells us "if it feels good, do it", while Paul showed us we must bring our flesh under 
subjection (1 Corinthians 9:27 KJV O). That includes our emotions. 

We tend to have a much distorted view of our emotions; we see them as inherently beneficial to us when more 
often than not they are a burden. Emotions are a powerful thing, but they are only useful to us when based on 
reason and truth. What truly bonds a man and woman together is not emotions but mutual trust. We can see this 
evident in the allegorical relationship between the Bridegroom and the bride of Christ, because perfect love 
(based on trust) casts out fear (1 John 4:18 KJV O). 

The church music stirs up our flesh; the emotional arguments made from the pulpit stir up our flesh. Those who 
have been lulled into the light hypnotic trance we know as Alpha state will remain there Mesmerized as long as 
what is being fed to them doesn't cause them to think. How is this accomplished? They are bombarded with 
emotionally charged arguments and pleading.
